No need for a free 
school, says head

THE headteacher of a Haverhill 
school has hit out at the Gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to allow a 
‘free school’ to set up in Clare. 

Madeleine Vigar, principal of the 
Castle Partnership - which includes 
Castle Manor Business and Enter¬ 
prise College, Castle Hill Middle 
School and Place Farm Primary 
School - said there were not enough 
students to go around to justify the 
new community school. 

Speaking at the launch of the Vision 2031 
Masterplan, which will map out Haverhill’s 
development over the next 20 years, Ms 
Vigar said both Castle Manor and Samuel 
Ward Academy had been rated ‘outstanding’ 
in their latest Ofsted reports. 

She said: “We don’t need a free school in 
Clare. 

“There are not enough pupils in this area 
for another school. We already have out¬ 
standing provision for our children.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, the Stour 
Valley Educational Trust recently became the 
first in the country to receive Government 
approval to start a free school, which will be 
state-funded but independently run. 

It will be based at Clare Middle School, 
which is due to be closed in July, and aims to 
attract 210 pupils by September.

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Hundreds of knives are 
given up across county 


ALMOST 1,000 knives were 
handed in during the first six 
weeks of a year-long knife 
amnesty, which is now taking 
to the road. 

Two red mobile amnesty 
bins will be visiting police 
stations across Suffolk and 
one of them will be situated in 
the foyer of Haverhill Police 
Station, on Swan Lane, during 
February and March. 

Anyone who has a knife or 
blade they wish to dispose of 
safely can deposit it in the bin 
anonymously during opening 
hours from 9am to 5pm. 

During the first six weeks of 
the Bin a Blade campaign, 977 


knives were collected in the 
three static bins outside police 
stations in Bury St Edmunds, 
Ipswich and Lowestoft. 

A number of other 
initiatives are planned to run 
alongside the countywide 
amnesty, including knife 
crime patrols in Suffolk’s 
biggest towns and a 
community TV commercial 
raising awareness of the 
possible outcomes of carrying 
a knife. 

Bin a Blade is supported by 
teenage knife crime cam¬ 
paigner Holly Watson and BBC 
Radio Suffolk.

Row over work 
led to punch-up 


A DISPUTE about the standard of 
work carried out at a woman’s 
home led to a fight between two 
men, where one ended up on the 
ground. 

Jason Robson, 40, admitted carrying 
out an assault when he appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court last Thursday and 
was given a suspended prison sentence. 

He was also ordered to take part in an 
anger replacement training programme 
and a night time curfew imposed for the 
next 13 months. 

The incident in Haverhill last June 
flared up in the wake of work which 
Robson had carried out for a woman at 
an address in the town. 

Robson, of Larks Close, Haverhill, had 
confronted and assaulted victim Paul 
Flynn, who said he found the work done 
“lacking”. Flynn had left Robson a 
message saying there would be “severe 
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consequences” over the work, which was 
considered to be unsatisfactory. 

Robson said he had not intended to 
cause harm to Mr Flynn, but a fight had 
broken out in which Mr Flynn suffered 
scratches, cuts and grazes, partly as a 
result of him ending up on the ground. 

Andrew Thompson, defending, said: 
“There was a degree of provocation, or at 
least a very clear explanation for the 
incident.” 

Robson had considered the message 
from Mr Flynn to be threatening and he 
had gone to confront him about it, the 
court heard. Five references handed to 
the court from people who knew Robson 
well spoke of there being a different side 
to him. Robson is currently unable to 
work because of a medical condition. 


Sentencing him to 10 months 
imprisonment suspended for two years, 
Judge David Goodin told Robson that he 
had carried out work for which he was 
not qualified and for which he had 
received payment. This was why he was 
challenged about the quality of the work. 

Judge Goodin said: “Faced with that, 
you choose to interpret that and went to 
the address. There is no doubt in my 
mind that if you were not looking for 
trouble you were prepared for it.” 

Robson was ordered to remain under 
Probation Service supervision for 12 
months and will also be subject to a 9pm 
until 6am curfew at his home address for 
the next 13 weeks, monitored with an 
electronic tag. 

Judge Goodin said while he accepted 
Robson had a very limited income, he 
would made an order for him to pay a 
token sum of £50 in compensation to Mr 
Flynn.

MP’s call to look to future 

COMMUNITY leaders have been called to a 
public meeting by their MP to discuss how 
Haverhill can continue to prosper in the face of 
harsh public spending cuts. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, has 
organised tomorrow’s meeting at New Croft 
football stadium, which will bring together 
representatives from business, local 
government, education and the voluntary sector. 
Mr Hancock said: “Over the past decade, 
Haverhill has developed for the better. It is a 
town on the up, with some terrific new facilities, 
outstanding schools and a thriving business 
community. 

“This meeting will be a big chance to talk about 
the future of Haverhill and what we want to see 
for the town over the next 10 years.”

TEENAGERS have helped 
kickstart a project to devel¬ 
op a vision for how their 
town will develop over the 
next two decades. 

A project to map out the future 
of Haverhill has been launched by 
St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil. Pupils from the town’s Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise 
College were among around 100 
people who attended the Haverhill 
Vision 2031 event on Tuesday. 

A series of consultation events 
will now take place on a range of 
themes including jobs, historic 
and natural environment, leisure 
and recreation, crime and safety, 
education and skills, homes and 
communities and health. 

People’s views will then be used 
to draw up a masterplan for 
development of the town over the 
next 20 years. 

Cllr Tohn Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
said: “Haverhill is now, by any 
standards, a success story. We are 
going to face ongoing challenges 
but the town is extremely well 
placed to benefit from some of the 
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pressures of growth around the 
area, such as Cambridge and 
Stansted airport. 

“We need to make sure that the 
growth is beneficial and does not 
detract from the qualities of 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
area.” 

Geoff Rivers, the council’s chief 
executive, said the town had a 
strong manufacturing sector and 
cited Mansol Preforms as the kind 
of business that people should 
aspire towards. 

He said: “They are one of the 
little gems I discovered on my trips 
to Haverhill. 

“We need to see more firms like 
that creating jobs in Haverhill. 
There is no point at all in building 
another 2,500 homes without jobs 
in the town, with people thrashing 
around East Anglia for jobs and 
creating more congestion on the 
roads.” 

Castle Manor student Danielle 
Dent-Jones, 16, told the audience: 
“We are going to be the people

who are around in 20 years’ time 
and I think it is a good idea we are 
invited here to try and make the 
changes we want to see happen.”

That figure is set to rise 
to 540 in coming years. 

But Keith Haisman, 
chairman of the trust, 
believed there would be 
enough pupils to help fill 
the classrooms, which 
would offer parents 
“something different” to 
larger, urban schools. 

The Clare school has 
also been opposed by 
David Forrest, head of 
Sudbury Middle School, 


who fears it will affect his 
intake of pupils. 

Lord Phillips of Sud¬ 
bury raised the issue in 
the House of Lords and 
said free schools would 
siphon off pupils from 
more middle class fam¬ 
ilies, leaving existing 
schools with a depleted 
intake. 

Ms Vigar told the mast¬ 
erplan meeting, organised 
by St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, that the 


Castle Partnership want¬ 
ed “to provide all-through 
education, integrated at 
all stages”. 

She said: “We are 
working with the same 
families, with shared 
leaders, but Government 
expectations and bound¬ 
aries have changed. Are 
we going to chuck out 
vocational qualifications 
because the Government 
says they are not right? 

“Why are we still 


teaching our children in 
1950s buildings or blocks 
built in the 1970s with 
roofs that are falling 
down? 

“We know there are 
children who do not get 
the best start in life, but 
why shouldn’t they be our 
next teachers and doctors. 

“We have to make sure 
they expect the best, are 
taught in the best enviro¬ 
nment and given the best 
chance.”

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A POPULAR village event will 
take place without its usual 
street parade for the first time in 
more than 30 years because of 
new policing restrictions. 

The annual Kedington Meadowlark 
has traditionally started with a parade of 
floats through the village, lead by that 
year’s Miss Meadowlark. 

But at a recent Meadowlark meeting, 
Kedington Community Association 
(KCA) decided not to organise a street 
parade this year. 

Meadowlark will still take place on 
June 11 and the committee is exploring 
alternatives activities. 

The parade has been an integral part 
of Meadowlark for years, but changes in 
the law means police will no longer stop 
traffic while it travels around the village. 

In view of measures needed to 
comply with the legislation, the cost of 
holding a parade in Kedington was 
considered too high. 

Steve Brown, chairman of the ass¬ 
ociation said: “We are not alone in 
making this decision. We have heard of 
other communities which have been 
forced to drop their parade or pro¬ 
cession because of the high cost. 

“The committee had a very difficult 
decision to make. As we know, the 
parade is enjoyed by everyone.” 

He added: “Sadly, we have to comply 
with the rules and this will cost - 
potentially reducing the amount we 
raise over the whole week by half. KCA 
relies on the money raised by Mead¬ 
owlark to exist and cannot risk the 
expense involved.” 

Chief Inspector Martin Barnes-Smith 
said: “Suffolk Constabulary works 
within national guidelines on the 
policing of events, following a review of 
event policing in 2010. 

“Officers are now working with event 
organisers to review the level of policing 
that can be provided for events planned 
for 2011, and in some cases this may be 
different from previous years. 

“Police do not have powers to form¬ 
ally close roads for such events and will 
direct organisers to their local authority 
who can make the appropriate orders. 
Officers will then work within these 
legal powers to support the event, 
judging each on its own merits. 

“Responsibility for the safety of 
participants and observers of events lies 
with the organisers, and it is important 
that this is properly considered.” 

A full week’s programme is now being 
finalised, with some new events 
scheduled from June 3-12.

Fight begins to 
save care home 

RESIDENTS are urged to sign an e-petition 
against a council plan to sell off a town’s 
residential care home for the elderly. 

Suffolk County Council is planning to 
sell all its care homes and Haverhill Town 
Council has started an on-line petition 
against the closure of Place Court in Camps 
Road, Haverhill, which is one of the only 
homes which provides essential respite 
care in the town. 

Town councillor Margaret Marks said: “It 
has a wonderful reputation for the level of 
care it provides, and we are concerned that 
this building will not be of the type and age 
that will be attractive to private owners. 
With a growing elderly population, there 
will be a greater need for such estab¬ 
lishments. There is already a shortage in 
Haverhill. 

“We need at least 500 signatures to ask 
for a public meeting. Please help us to 
achieve this by going on to the website 
below and signing the petition.”

Sir, I read with interest your article in 
the Weekly News headed “Public 
called upon to help fight crime” and, 
having done so, I thought I should 
share an experience with you. 

Last week, I was sitting at my 
computer when an email arrived 
stating that I had successfully 
changed my “verified by Visa” 
password. This was somewhat 
startling to me as I had done no such 
thing and the email was obviously 
genuine. I called the bank which 
informed me that I had changed it, 
and, having been told that I had not 
changed the password, they quickly 
cancelled the card and looked at the 
transactions. Two had gone through, 
one to PC World for a laptop. I 
assumed that all was well and that 
the criminals could now easily be 
caught. From here, things became 
surreal. I was told that the bank could 
“not stop payment” as the payment 
was made via a “guaranteed” 
method. I was also told that no action 
would be taken until the money 
actually appeared in my transactions, 
and I actually formally complained, 
(which could only happen after the 
transactions appeared in my 
account, despite the fact we all knew 
they were coming). This complaint 
would need to be recorded on a form 
that would be sent to me and I would 
have to complete it and return it, at 
which point the “fraud” department 
would investigate. I asked the bank if 
they expected the criminals still to be 
at the address by then, and they said 
no. However, I would be reimbursed. 
‘So that’s alright’, I hear you cry! I 
called PC World who sympathised 
but could not stop the order, and 
amusingly could not tell me where 
the goods that had been ordered 
were being delivered due to the “data 
protection act”, a typically worthless 
piece of legislation that protects the 
crooked. They would tell the police, 
however. 

I now called upon the protectors of 
the innocent and upholders of the 
law, confident that they would swing 
into action and be able to apprehend 
the criminals. After all, did we not 
have an address that goods were 
being delivered to, and a name (mine 
I assume). Despite my lack of training 
at detective school, I pictured the 
scene. A policeman disguised as a 
delivery man with a box knocks on 
the door, “I have a delivery for Mr 
Richards,” he says. 

“I am he,” claims the criminal putting 
his hands out to receive his ill-gotten 
gains. Quick as a flash the handcuffs 
are on. Result! 

Alas, the police could not do anything 
as I was not the “victim” and they had 
to wait for the bank to complain. This 
ignores the fact that someone was 
committing fraud by representing 
themselves as me. I asked if that 
meant that I should not report a 
burglar entering my neighbours’ 
house or if I witnessed a stabbing I 
should not come forward as I was not 
the victim. I also asked what, exactly, 
the role of the police is in today’s 
society as obviously crime is no 
longer an issue. This does not apply 
to fashionable crimes, of course, such 
as “hate crime”. 

So, the question is, how can I help 
combat crime as the things I regard 
as criminal appear to be acceptable? 
A final thought, in case anyone thinks 
I was not a victim: I would ask you to 


consider who pays for this fraud? 
Perhaps the bankers will forgo a 
chunk of their bonuses to cover the 
cost, or perhaps bank charges are 
increased to cover them. I will let you 
guess which is the most likely.

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MPs hear of Sorrel’s 
life-saving treatment 


SCHOOLGIRL Sorrel Mason 
was at the centre of a House 
of Commons debate this 
week on stem cell treatment. 

Six-year-old Sorrel and her family 
will celebrate the fourth anniversary 
of the transplant operation which 
saved her life on Wednesday 

She was recently pictured by her 
dad out shopping with sister Daisy, 
4, something she could never have 
done before the operation, which 
used umbilical cord blood from 
lapan. 

The girls both attend Thurlow 
Primary School. 

Dad Robert, of Great Wratting, 
said: “The debate in the House of 
Commons about umbilical cord 
blood related directly to Sorrel’s 
experience in receiving a new 
immune system four years ago from 
a cord bank in Japan. 

“Back then, this was fairly pion¬ 
eering treatment but it is in¬ 
creasingly becoming the treatment 
of the future. 

“This is why people like the 
Anthony Nolan Trust are camp¬ 
aigning to set up a national cord 
blood bank which could save

hundreds of lives every year. 

“This is a cause that we as a 
family are very passionate about. We 
are thrilled that £4 million of 
funding was announced during the 
debate.” 

Sorrel was put forward for a bone 
marrow transplant as she did not 
respond to the usual courses of 
chemotherapy after being diag¬ 
nosed with acute myeloid leuk¬ 
aemia. 

She had her transplant in Feb¬ 
ruary 2007 and spent 77 days in 
isolation. She finally came home 
just before her third birthday in 
November 2007. 

Robert said she now looks and 
behaves like any other 6-year-old 
and is effectively leading a normal 
life. 

MP David Burrowes secured an 
adjournment debate on umbilical 
cord stem cells on Monday. 

He told the House: “Blood stem 
cell transplants really are the last 
chance for people to whom no other 
treatment is available. Six-year-old

Sorrel Mason was one such person. 
Four years ago Sorrel’s father 
noticed that she was looking pale, 
and she was eventually diagnosed 
with a rare strain of acute myeloid 
leukaemia. 

“In conclusion, I draw upon the 
story of Sorrel Mason. Prior to her 
life-saving procedure, her parents 
had never heard of the importance 
of cord blood donation and its 
benefits for stem cell transplant 
patients. No one could put it better 
than they did when they said ‘it’s 
quite hard in this country to donate 
your umbilical cord’. Hopefully, as 
time goes by, there’ll be more places 
that offer this life-saving 
opportunity.” 

Sorrel’s mum Samantha said: “I 
remember the first time I saw her 
hooked up to all those machines. It 
broke my heart. 

“Every day we waited for the daily 
blood counts. It was a miracle when 
eventually they came up okay.”

“It is important to recog¬ 
nise the many benefits of 
breastfeeding.

“In fact, if more babies 
were breastfed, hospital 
admissions in the first year 
could be reduced by 50 per. 

“There is also evidence to 
suggest that children who 
have been breastfed are less 
inclined to suffer from health 
problems later in life, such as 
obesity, high blood pressure 
or cholesterol.

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Tax freeze planned r 
to win £7.2m bonus

THE largest part of council 
tax bills looks set to remain 
unchanged next year. 

Suffolk County Council, which 
takes the largest chunk of the 
annual tax bill, plans to freeze 
council tax. This means it can take 
advantage of a Government in¬ 
centive worth £7.2 million. 

But at the same time, the council 
says it must make savings of £40 
million - despite a campaign of 
opposition from UNISON, the 
council workers’ union. 

The council’s cabinet made 
recommendations for the budget 
for 2011-12 at a meeting on 
Tuesday. The recommendations 
will now go before the full council. 

Suffolk council tax for an average 
band D property in the Forest 
Heath district is currently £1,126. 

Cllr feremy Pembroke, leader of 
Suffolk County Council, told the 
Weekly News after Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing: “We have done all our bud¬ 
geting on no increase in council 
tax, so we can get the whole £7 
million re-directed to frontline 
services without having to use it to 
subsidise council tax.” 

Councils can benefit from the 
£7.2 million incentive as long as 
they do not surpass a 2.5 per cent 
increase in council tax. 

Cllr Pembroke added: “We have, 
for the first time in living memory, 
had less money from the Govern¬ 
ment - and that has left us with a 
shortfall of £43 million.” 

He said the council is tackling a 
large proportion of the deficit “by 
reducing bureaucracy and re¬ 
designing the way the services are 
delivered”. 


Pay-cut petition removed from web 


COUNCIL officials have 
removed a petition 
calling for its chief 
executive’s salary to be 
cut. 

Andrea Hill, the boss 
of Suffolk County council 
(pictured right), is one of 
Britain’s highest paid 
chief executives, earn¬ 
ing a salary of nearly 
£ 220 , 000 . 

The e-petition calling 
for her salary to be cut 
was put on the council’s 
website. But the council 
removed it, deeming it 
“inappropriate” as it 
cannot lawfully take 
such action. 

Eric Whitfield, Suffolk 
County Council’s mon¬ 
itoring officer, said “The 
council’s provision for 
receiving and dealing 
with e-petitions is 
included in its constit¬ 
ution, and reflects the 
legislation and the 
national guidance for 
local authorities set out 



in the Government’s 
model scheme. 

“Full council is not 
able to vote on the 
alteration of individual 
terms and conditions. It 
was my view, as the 
council’s monitoring 
officer, that this petition 
was inappropriate as it 


was calling for the 
council to take action 
which it is not lawfully 
able to take.” 

The Weekly News 
reported how a row 
broke out over Mrs Hill’s 
pay when she was 
appointed to the post in 
2008 . 


The other large chunk of the bill 
goes to Suffolk Police Authority, 
which currently received £160.74 a 
year for a band D property. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s leader Cllr John Griffiths is 
planning a council tax freeze, but 
the decision will be discussed as 
part of the budget process by the 
cabinet on February 16, with a final 
decision on March 1. 

Haverhill Town Council is con¬ 
sidering putting up its council tax 
bill to secure future funding for the 


town’s arts centre, before Govern¬ 
ment legislation comes into force 
which could lead to a costly 
referendum to having to be held 
before an increase could be made. 

A decision will be made on 
Tuesday after councilors receive a 
presentation from Alex Wilson, 
from the borough council on future 
grant aid for the centre. 

The increase proposed would 
cost around 25p a week for the 
average rate payer.

Pupils unite to deal with 
coastal flooding scenario

PUPILS lent a hand to deal 
with a major coastal flood 
as part of an exercise to see 
how emergency planning 
measures would cope. 

More than 100 youngsters aged 
between 14-17 from schools 
across Suffolk were involved, 
including some from Castle Man¬ 
or Business and Enterprise Coll¬ 
ege in Haverhill. 

They took part in Exercise 
Storm Surge, a mock situation of 
the emergency planning needed if 
Felixstowe flooded. 

The exercise, at Suffolk Police 
headquarters, was organised by 
Suffolk Education Business Part¬ 
nership, Suffolk foint Emergency 
Planning Unit and Felixstowe and 
District Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT). 

The scenario noted that 5,000 
people were in distress and in 
need of assistance, along with 20 
vulnerable people. Water supplies 
were contaminated, the A14 was 
blocked and the substation was 
flooded, resulting in electric 
power being lost in 400 homes. 

During the day, the pupils 


completed four exercises in¬ 
cluding considerations for a flood 
warning, prioritising potential 
issues, an interview with the 
media and a one-minute radio 
broadcast update to the public. 

The pupils were split into teams 
with at least one pupil from each 
school. The teams then presented 
what they had learnt to a panel of 


judges made up of the mayor and 
mayoress of Felixstowe, the mayor 
of Ipswich, deputy chief constable 
Jacqui Cheer and assistant chief 
fire officer Phil Embury, from 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service. 

Inspector Steve Gallant, from 
Felixstowe and District SNT, said: 
“The pupils worked really hard 
and I was impressed at the effort 


they displayed. 

“The feedback showed that the 
pupils gained not only knowledge 
of the role and responsibilities of 
emergency services but also 
gained confidence and teamwork 
skills. 

“I would like to say a big thank 
you to all of the partnership 
agencies that donated their time.”

AS with many festivals 
and celebrations, the 
roots of Valentine’s day 
are somewhat mysterious. 

Even ‘Valentine’ himself is 
up for debate, with numerous 
early Christian martyrs going

by the name. One possible 
candidate is an Italian priest 
named Valentine who became 
a hero of romance. When 
Emperor Claudius II decided 
that single men made better 
soldiers and outlawed 
marriage for his army, the 
noble Valentine defied him by 
continuing to wed soldiers, 
but proving the course of true 
love never did run smooth he 
was sadly discovered and put 
to death as a result. 

In AD 496, Pope Gelasius 
declared February 14 to be 
Saint Valentine’s Day, and it 
became a time for Christian 
feasts (so anyone who claims 
the day was invented by 
greeting card companies is 
incorrect.) 

The first record of St 
Valentine’s Day being 
associated with romance 
comes from Geoffrey Chaucer 
in Parlement of Foules, in 
which he wrote: “For this was 
on seynt Volantynys day/ 
Whan euery bryd comyth 
there to chese his make.” He 
wrote this to celebrate the 


engagement of Richard II to 
Anne of Bohemia, and it 
translates as: “For this was St 
Valentine’s Day, when every 
bird comes there to choose 
his mate.” 

In the year 1400, a court 
was opened in Paris, known as 
the High Court of Love, and 
was designed to deal with 
matters of the heart: marriage 
contracts, divorce and 
infidelity. The first Valentine’s 
letter was written in 1415, by 
France’s Duke of Orleans to 
his wife, when he was held 
captive in the Tower of 
London. 

The Young Man’s Valentine 
Writer, a book designed to 
help the tongue-tied find their 
inner lothario with a selection 
of romantic verse, was issued 
by a British publisher in 1797. 
By that point, printers had 
already begun producing a 
limited number of cards 
containing sketches and 
verses. The reduction in 
postal rates the following 
century made sending cards 
more accessible to a mass

card was here to stay, with an 
estimate 25 million cards now 


sent every year.

Police 
track known 
offenders’ 


POLICE officers will follow known 
criminals in a three-month operation. 

More than 100 criminals across 
Suffolk, including some in New¬ 
market, will be targeted for “close 
monitoring” by the police. 

Police say they could also be 
followed into the Haverhill area. 

Known offenders will be told by 
letter that they are going to be 
watched and filmed. They will also be 
offered support from the Suffolk Drug 
and Alcohol Action Team (DAAT) if 
they have substance abuse problems. 

Operation Apache, as the campaign 
is being called, is the first of its kind in 
Suffolk. 

Det Insp Andy Footer said the 
operation would help tackle crimes 
such as burglary, thefts from cars and 
street robberies. 

He said: “If we follow these indivi¬ 
duals, they cannot commit any crime. 
It really is that simple. 

“By offering the help they need for 
any drugs dependencies we can 
remove their motive for committing 
burglaries in the first place, which can 
be to fund a drugs habit. This in turn 
can achieve a longer term reduction in 
offences committed by the indi¬ 
vidual.” 

Officers will use hand-held or 
helmet cameras to film the criminals. 

Det Insp Footer said: “The Human 
Rights Act requires us to balance the 
rights of the individual and the rights 
of the community. We consider it our 
duty to protect the community from 
the reprehensible acts of these 
individuals we are targeting. 

“We are not dealing with nuisance 
youths or children; these are active 
and prolific offenders, who by their 
illegal activities cause misery to local 
residents. 

“If they don’t like it, they can stop 
committing crimes.”

Juan is also the author of two 
best-selling flamenco guitar 
teaching books, has recorded 18 
CDs and the soundtrack to two 
films and has performed at 
international festivals from 
Montreux to Hong Kong - and at 
the First World Guitar Congress in 
the USA. 

In 2004 he played in Tehran to 
9,000 people over three nights. 

El Mundo in Spain said “he has a 
terrifyingly good technique and 
absolute dominance of the guitar”, 
while The Age in Melbourne said 
“no flash, just loads of panache”.

TANGLED

BLONDES certainly have more 
fun in Disney’s glorious 
animated reworking of the 
Rapunzel fairytale that marries a 
hilarious script with dazzling 
visuals. 

The traditional recipe of rousing 
love ballads and a boo-hiss 
villain is stirred to perfection by 
directors Nathan Greno and 
Byron Howard, who draw 
heavily from The Little Mermaid 
as their heroine abandons her 
tower and explores a world that 
was previously out of reach. 
Crucially, screenwriter Dan 
Fogelman manages to appeal 
to both children and adults, 
peppering his fantasy world 
with cuddly critters and 
underscoring the tomfoolery 
with a romance that tugs the 
heartstrings without ever 
becoming cloying. 

The 3D format isn’t too 
obtrusive, employed most 
effectively in a wonderful 
sequence involving hundreds of 
fire lanterns. 

Once upon a time ... princess 
Rapunzel (Mandy Moore) is 
abducted from the castle by the 
scheming Mother Gothel 


(Donna Murphy), who covets 
the girl’s magical hair. The 
golden locks shimmer with the 
secret of eternal youth but must 
never be cut - or else the hair 
will lose its power. 

Gothel confines the girl to a 
tower and convinces the child 
that she must never leave the 
fortress for fear that she will fall 
victim to the evils of man. 

As years pass, Rapunzel longs 
to explore the world below but 
must be content with a cheeky 
chameleon called Pascal as her 
solitary friend. 

Then, as Rapunzel celebrates 
her 18th birthday, swaggering 
outlaw Flynn Rider (Zachary 


Levi) happens upon the tower in 
the secluded clearing and 
climbs into Rapunzel’s 
bedroom. 

At first, the young woman is 
wary of the intruder but he 
convinces the fair maiden to 
disobey Gothel and travel to the 
castle to witness the annual 
display of fire lanterns. 

Tangled is a delight, carrying us 
along on Rapunzel and Flynn’s 
haphazard adventure. Vocal 
performances are almost as 
lively as the animation and 
Pascal shamelessly scene- 
steals from the human 
characters, to whoops and 
giggles from younger viewers.

Out with the new, in with the old 


O NCE renowned for 
his innovative 
modernist designs, 
maverick TV gardener 
Diarmuid Gavin says trends 
are increasingly heading 
towards a return to 
traditional gardens where 
the plants are the stars. 

He’s pleased that the age of 
shiny stainless steel, bright blue 
fences and decking once 
embraced by TV shows has 
ended. 

Having just launched the 
Ideal Home Show’s first garden 
design competition to celebrate 
the best examples of 
sustainable practice in garden 
design and support young and 
emerging UK students in the 
field, he’s expecting a rush of 
eco-awareness. 

“There will be a generation 
of students who grew up in a 
time when gardening was 
manic on television. I’m 
expecting big eco-awareness. 

That generation will know how 
important it is in terms of 
sourcing materials, saving 
water and making compost. I 
would hope for a refinement of 
all the madder ideas that have 
been around for years.” 

He goes on: “The wheel is 
turning back to the craft of 
gardening. People’s first love is 
plants, understanding the soil

and understanding the 
environment. That’s the very 
trendy thing, which is healthy.” 

Fruit and vegetable growing 
will continue this year and in 
the longer-term future, he 
predicts. 

“The big trend will remain 
‘grow-it-yourself’. Companies 
will come out with kit forms of 
raised beds made from wood, 
compost mixes and seed mixes, 
along with manuals on how to 
grow basic vegetables to 
educate your children and feed 
your family. 

“In terms of materials and 
planting schemes, it’s back to 
the style of garden we 
remember from our childhood. 
The grander, more old- 
fashioned style and colour in 
terms of herbaceous plants, and 
a kind of appreciation of 
tradition. 

“A lot of natural stone will 
be used and salvage material 
will be appreciated. There will

be less concrete.” 

These days, Gavin agrees he 
is commissioned to design 
much more traditional gardens 
in general. 

“People want to be 
comforted and indulged. They 
want to see the qualities of 
tradition for which Britain is so 
well known. They want to 
embrace tradition in a realistic 
way.” 


But for people who have 
smaller town gardens and not 
much time for maintenance, 
minimalist will always be in 
vogue, he says, while the 
popularity of low-maintenance 
plants is surging. 

“The arrival of ornamental 
plants such as grasses, mass 
planting of lavender and Buxus 
sempervirens in a more 
contemporary way works very 


well, so keep it simple. For 
most gardens the palette of 
plants is relatively limited 
because you have to 
acknowledge how people live. 

“There will be more 
evergreens and people will 
appreciate grasses like carex. If 
you planted bronze carex a few 
years ago, people thought you 
were planting something that 
was dead. 


“Now there’s a more 
naturalistic feel through an 
appreciation of foliage and 
different hues, supplemented 
with bulbs. It’s uncomplicated 
but wonderful.” 

He is currently having his 
garden in Co. Wicklow 
completely refurbished and 
says it will all centre on 
herbaceous borders, with a 
folly at the end. 

He notes that after two harsh 
winters gardeners will need to 
reconsider which species they 
grow. 

“Dicksonias (tree ferns) have 
taken a bashing. We used to use 
Cordyline australis everywhere 
but many have been killed off, 
as have lots of hebes. We have 
to decide whether our ambition 
should be to continue to go for 
the exotic if we don’t live in a 
protected area. 

“Perennials are the 
quintessential basis for the 
English cottage garden. Now, 
with Monty Don coming back 
to Gardeners’World, I think 
they have a very promising 
future.”

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Kla Plcanto sheds least, says 
Parker’s depreciation report 


THE Kia Picanto lost the least 
amount of money through 
depreciation in 2010, 
according to a new report. 

The car-buying website Parker’s 
conducted its annual investigation 
based on the average private 
resale values for 12-month-old 
cars with 10,000 miles on the 
clock. 

In 2010 the Kia Picanto lost just 
£1,247 (around £3.42 a day) 
compared to £1,760 in 2009 and 
has climbed to the top with 
improved depreciation over the 
course of a year. 

Because of the low purchase 
price the depreciation for the 
Picanto was around 20 per cent - 
meaning that sellers will get 
around 80 per cent of the original 
purchase price after a year of 
ownership. 

Value brands dominated the top 
of the leaderboard, partly as a 
result of cheap purchase prices,

but also due to vastly improved 
model ranges and extensive 
warranties, such as Kia’s seven- 
year warranty. 

The Honda fazz, which was in 


first place last year, has slipped to 
76th position after losing £2,517 in 
2010 as opposed to £1,379 in 2009. 
This is largely due to the model 
being a year older and with more 


second-hand examples the over¬ 
supply has pushed down values. 

Small cars held 36 of the top 50 
places due to their low initial 
purchase price and the increasing 
demand for efficient, cheap-to- 
run cars, but 12 of the positions in 
the top 50 were held by 4x4s, up 
from seven last year. 

Kieren Puffett, editor of Parker’s, 
said: “New entries into the top 10 
this year include the Skoda Yeti, 
the Audi Q5 and the Daihatsu 
Terios, all 4x4s, reflecting the 
increased level of interest in that 
sector. This is probably due to a 
change in perception due to im¬ 
provements in off-roaders’ 
efficiency and the threat of 
persistent cold winters.” 

A general trend shown in the 
results is that average depreciation 
for the year was slightly higher, at 
34 per cent, compared to 2009’s 33 
per cent average.
